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Council Moves Towards Securing 
Title Deeds Of Arena 


Union Delegates Attend Coun¬ 
cil Meeting; Councillors Make 
Reports On their Investigates 

The two committees chosen at 
the last council meeting made 
their reports at the regular coun¬ 
cil meeting held on Monday eve¬ 
ning. Also present were two 
union representatives, Messr. 
Jimmy Joyce and “Brick” Bell. 

Councillor Aboussafy reported 
that he had interviewed the arena 
directors and found them very 
enthusiastic towards the proposal 
of the council, aided Iby the union, 
taking over control of the arena. 

Messrs. McBurney and Boulton, 
directors, had voiced their inten¬ 
tion of working wholeheartedly 
with the council. 

Councillors Ford, Ramsay, Jen¬ 
kins and Cox reported that they 
had placed the proposal of the 
town taking over the arena in 
front of the miners’ union meeting 
last Sunday. The union members 
had 'been in complete accord with 
the proposal and had suggested 
that in addition to taking over 
the arena that a sports associa¬ 
tion be formed to include all 
sports, winter and summer. 

One point that the union wanted 
to be sure on however was the 
matter of the title deeds and who 
was to hold them. Councillor 
Aboussafy remarked that since 
the council was a permanent in¬ 
stitution of the town, that body 


Financial Position Of Town 
Excellent Says Government 
Report; Complaints Received 
Re Icy Sidewalks 

Regular meeting of the council 
was held on Monday evening. 
Present were Mayor Antrobus, 
Councillors Aboussafy, Cox, Dutil, 
Ford, Jenkins and Ramsay. 

Charles Makin was present and 
asked council to open the road to 
the dump in order that he might 
continue collecting ashes. The 
snow bound road to the dump plus 
the clogged back alleys had pre¬ 
vented him from collecting ashes 
for the past two weeks. 

It has come to the council’s 
attention that a number of house¬ 
holders were not “playing the 
game” with the ash collector and 
that on many occasions he has to 
stand at the street corner in an 
endeavor to collect fees for col¬ 
lecting ashes from certain per¬ 
sons. This was deplored by coun¬ 
cil and they promised to give the 
matter consideration in the near 
future. The question of raising the 
ash fee was discussed and Mr. 
Makin was asked to place before 
the council figures as to cost, 
number of householders having 
ashes taken away monthly, etc. 
When this information is supplied 
they will give serious study to¬ 
wards raising the collection fee, 
and making it compulsory that 
all citizens within the town area 
have their ashes removed. 

Mr. Lycka was present and ask¬ 
ed council to permit him to pay 
off taxes owing against his fa¬ 
ther’s residence in west Coleman. 
Following his departure it was 
decided that present arrangements 
regarding this property should not 
be interfered with and as a result 
Mr. Lycka’s offer was not accept- 


should keep the deeds in its custo¬ 
dy, councillors and delegates 
agreeing that it was a very good 
suggestion. Councillors Abous¬ 
safy and Dutil were authorized to 
approach the directors to secure 
from them the title deeds and the 
assurance that the tax arrears 
against the arena would not be 
paid and so redeem the deeds. 
Should this be agreed upon by 
the directors it will allow the 
council to place a caveat on the 
property this year and take pos¬ 
session of the arena in 1944. This 
will also give assurance to the 
committee, to be appointed to 
govern over the sports associa¬ 
tion, that any money spent this 
summer on the arena will not be 
in vain, as no one will be in a 
position to take the building away 
from them. 

Delegates Joyce and Bell were 
authorized to meet Councillors 
Aboussafy and Dutil on Tuesday 
when they would be informed as 
to whether or not the title deeds 
had been secured plus the promise 
the deeds would not be redeemed 
by payment of taxes within the 
next year. 

Following the next union meet¬ 
ing and the acceptance of the 
union members of their delegates' 
report it is very probable that 
a public meeting will be held to 
place the proposal before the 
citizens.

A citizen was attacked and bit¬ 
ten by a dog in town on Monday 
morning. The case was reported 
to the police. The dog was found 
to reside in east Coleman and Sgt. 
Mudiman will be called ‘upon to 
have it destroyed. 

Several youngsters, members of 
the band, were guilty of leaving 
the town hall door open the other 
evening resulting in snow drifting 
into the building. Council will ask 
the 'band secretary to take steps 
that it will not happen again. 

A heater has been purchased 
for the town track. 

Complaints have been received 
from householders that coal trucks 
are unable to get into the snow 
clogged alleys. Coal stocks of a 
number of householders are get¬ 
ting low and the matter is be¬ 
coming serious. Council will en¬ 
deavor to open up the back alleys. 

Due to the heavy snow and 
severe cold weather of last week 
the Sanitary Dairy was unable to 
deliver milk for several days. The 
provincial tractor wa# refused 
when its services were asked to 
open up the road. Council, realizing 
the magnificent fight being made 
by Dr. Liesemer in trying to 
attend all his patients without 
help from a second doctor, had the 
town snow plow go to east Cole¬ 
man and open the main streets 
so that the doctor would he en¬ 
abled to reach his patients with 
a minimum of difficulty.

A Grand Tribute 

Coleman lost a well known 
and respected citizen late 
Thursday evening in the pass¬ 
ing of Arthur H. Reid, 66, at 
the local hospital. 

He was well known through¬ 
out southern Alberta and par¬ 
ticularly at Lethbridge where 
early in the century he took 
an active part in the develop¬ 
ment of the city’s public utili¬ 
ties and at one time was the 
commissioner of public utili¬ 
ties in the city. 

Mayor Elton, of Lethbridge, 
speaking of Mr. Read, said: 
“I regret indeed to hear of 
Mr. Reid’s death. He was a 
splendid man and served the 
city ably and faithfully.” 

Deceased, following his res¬ 
idence at Lethbridge, moved 
to the Pacific coast where he 
was engaged in the shipbuild¬ 
ing industry. He later came 
to the Pass where he was in 
charge of Sentinel Power 
plant. He later became en. 
gineer with McGillivray Creek 
Coal & Coke Co. which post 
he held till his death. 

Deceased was active in com¬ 
munity affairs and at one time 
was chairman of the local 
school board. He held this 
position when the new high 
school was erected. 

His many friends deeply re¬ 
gret his passing as he was a 
citizen of good repute and of 
whom any town might be 
proud. 

The funeral was held from 
the funeral parlours on Wed¬ 
nesday at 12.30 p.m., service 
being held in the United 
church, Rev. J. E. Kirk con¬ 
ducting. Interment was in 
the union cemetery.

Gentlemen: 

I 'beg to advise that in accordance with your in¬ 
structions and the requirements of the Town and Vil¬ 
lage A at of Alberta, I have audited the accounts and 
records of the Town of Coleman for the twelve months 
ended 31 December, 1942 and, in addition to completing 
the Report Form required by the Department of 
Municipal Affairs for Alberta, I have also prepared 
the attached Cash Statement; Revenue Statement; 
and Balance Sheet for your information. 

The Cash Statement deals only with actual cash 
transactions completed within the calendar year there¬ 
fore the cash balance shown thereon does not represent 
the actual operating surplus for the period, but the 
Revenue Statement deals with the Receipts and Ex¬ 
penses applicable to the period regardless as to 
whether such transactions were actually completed 
when the books were closed at 31 December, 1942. 
This Revenue Statement shows that after providing 
the usual Depreciation Reserve on the Fixed Assets 
owned by the Town, the Town was operated during 
year 1942 at a surplus of $775.18. 


The arrangement made in 1940 between the Town 
Council and the Coleman School District Trustees was 
continued through the year 1942. 

From the Balance Sheet you will note that the 
affairs of the. Town are in a very satisfactory con¬ 
dition, there being Cash and Securities on hand at 
31 December, 1942 totalling $12,676.35 against Cur¬ 
rent Accounts Payable of $600,512. Town Tax Arrears 
have again been reduced and were only $5,977.51 at 
31 December, 1942, which sum represents about one 
third of the current year’s tax levy. The Depreciation 
Reserve for Fixed Assets now represents some 84% 
of the cost value of the Fixed Assets. 

I beg to report having visited your office ten times 
during the past year and on each visit I found the 
work up to date, the records in balance and the 
cash properly accounted for. 

Subject to the foregoing I certify that, in my 
opinion, the attached Balance Sheet is properly drawn 
up to disclose a true and correct view of the affairs 
of the Town of Coleman as at 31 December, 1942 ac¬ 
cording to best of my information, the explanations 
given to me and as shown by the books of the Town 
at Coleman, Alberta.
